Crucial Period 
Of War Fast 
Approaching 


(By KIRKE L. SiMPSON) 

There are indications that the 
approaching last quarterof the 
third year of the war may bring de- 
veloprnents which will make it the 
crucial period of the struggle. 

That is not to say that the war 
can be lost or won by either side 
in the next ninety days. No imag- 
inable happening short of a success- 
ful revolt against Hitlerism in Ger- 
many could do that. Even optimists 
see Do hope of a revolt in the 
Reich unless and until cumulative 
military defeats and the advancing 
shadow of impending starvation 
weigh down on the German people. 

Within the next ninety days, how- 
ever, there may be portents on 
which sound judgment can be 
based as to whether this is to be a 





ports from the Kharkov region are 
so utterly at variance, however, that 
there is no possibility of reconciling 
them to get a true perspective on 
this monster battle. 

It certainly does not yet mean 
that elther the Russians or the 
Germans have committed them- 
selves to an all-out offensive. It Js 
still uncertain whether the pre- 
liminary German thrust in the 
Kerch Isthmus was designed as a 
distraction to cover Nazi prepara- 
tions to move in the Eastern Med- 
iterranean, or as a first step in a 
major effort to overrun the Cau- 
casus and seize its oi] treasures. 

There are strong indications that 
Marshal Timoshenko was convinced 
it was against the Caucasus that 
Hitler was preparing to strike. His 
Kharkov offensive appeared intend~- 
ed to disrupt that Nazi design be- 
fore it could be executed. 

Territory Not Vital 

Timoshenko's success or failure 
cannot be measured alone in terms 
of territory lost or won. The ex- 
tent to which he'has exhausted the 
winter-gathered German resources 
fora major offensive on any front 
must remain an unknown and dom- 
inant factor in the war picture. 

Among other possibilities under- 
lying Russian strategy of the mo- 
ment is always that of luring the 
foe. into & major effort on the East- 
erm Front as the essential prelim- 
inary to the opening of an Anglo- 
American second front in the West. 

-There is no reasorfable probabil- 
ity of s second-front attack until 
it s certain that Hitler is commit- 
ted beyond recall to major offensive 
operations in Russia or elsewhtre 
in the East. Russia’s Western Allies 
are making seady, but biding their 
time.” They have made no definite 
commitment yet beyond the British 
air offensive. 

About all that can yet be sald is 
that within the next three months 
many of the ifs, ands and buts of 
today over Nazi intentions and 
Allied preparations must disappear.

One of the greatest figures in the 
history of the English speaking stage has 
passed, John Barrymore, member of the 

- stage family often called the royal family 
of the theatre in the United States, He 
came of stage heredity, for on both his 
‘mother’s side, the Drews and his father’s, 
the Barrymores, he was of the theatre. The 
famous John Drew was an uncle of John 
Barrymore and in his own family are his 
sister, Ethel Barrymore Colt, and his 
brother, Lionel, both outstanding figures 
of-drama. 

John was very versatile. He was called 
the greatest Hamlet of the age, possessing 
as he did the voice, the physical appear- 
ance and the gesture which in the tradi- 
tion of the stage are associated with the 
portrayal of the Prince of Shakespeare's 
play. Hamlet being a very versatile and 
complex creation of the mind, in this role 
Barrymore naturally filled the part for 
Barrymore possessed the power of intel- 
lect to conceive and enact such a char- 
acter as Hamlet, who was_ in himself the 
very richness. of a deeply involved 
character. _To mention only one of 
Hamlet’s characteristics his sense of satire 
and his incisive wit and his broad humor; 
—this was found in Barrymore himself. 
Those who heard him on'radio programs 

= and saw him on the screen know how he 
could clown as well as the greatest of 
them. In motion pictures he appeared to 

_fine effect. Everything he touched he 
treated with the artist’s hand and brain. 

Barrymore was original in art with-all 
the originality of a great artist and came 
to it by inheritance. 

His sister ‘and his brother are also 
great artists of the grand tradition, but 
Lionél has appeared more in films than 
John or the sister. Lionel is one of the 
idols of screen audiences, Ethel Barry- 
‘more herself also has been seen catthe 
screén,- though she devotes herself to the 
theatre-where= she early won world 
renown. ; :

Aircraft. Carrier’s Importance 
_ In the midst of this war a remarkable 
development is taking. place, the rise of 
the aircraft carrier to a. position of great 
importance in naval strategy, This is the 
t of the change which aircraft have 
wrought upon modern nava} manoeuvres 
in many of -the battles at sea during 
the war and the best tangible evidence 
is the decision of the Uni.ed States to build 
a carrier fleet: by concentrating on’ con- 
struction of carriers at the the expense of 
battleships which have so far been 
looked upon as of supreme importance in 

relation. to maintenance of sea power. 

Half a million tons of carriers will be 
built ‘by the United States as part of the 
project under the $8,500,000,000: program 
which has passed the Naval Committee of 
the U.S. House:of Representatives, Work 
has been deferred temporarily on “four or 
five battleships in order to concentrate on 
carriers.” Chairman Vinson has called the 
carrier ‘‘the backbone of the fleet.” Some 
of the cruisers to be converted to carriers 
are “pretty well along,” New carrier keels 
will be laid immediately,

_ there was a definite technique. of action, 
to shear off theoars of an enemy, ship, to 
smash through the side by dashing at full 
speed with prow pointed at the centrae-of 
the enemy ship and to use grappling 
irons to create a semblance of land battle 
in fighting on decks. This latter style of 
hand-to-hand fighting at sea’has been 
seen again and again through: history, In 
the present war it reappeared as the 
British destroyer Cossack attacked the 
German prison ship Altmark on the coast 
of Norway and the British crew boarded 
the German ship, overpowered or drove 

_\ off the Altmark crew and released British 
prisoners.

Plans are 
well advanced for extensive national, 
district and individual community cele- 
brations, 

Monday, June 29th, “Soldier’s Day’’

asked to show their appreciation of the 
“men in khaki” by whatever means they! 
can devise, possibly by entertainment in 
the home or a joint civic gesture and by 
sending messages to those far removed. 

Following this, on June 30th, is 
“Civilian Day,” when all will be asked to 
recognize the. soldier’s lot by preparing 
home meals. on the ration system, with 
restaurants serving meals in accordance 
with the Army schedule. July 1st, “United 
Services Day,” will offer parades and 
other patriotic demonstrations by Active 
and Reserve units, The next day, July 2nd, 
will be more or less an open day with 
various training centres and camps open 
for public inspection. 

» The Reserve Army will steal the lime- 
light on Friday, July 3rd, emphasizing the 
vital part it plays in the defence of 
Canada. During that day, all members of 
the Reserve Army will be instructed to 
wear their uniforms and _ there will be 
many parades and demonstrations by this 
Integral part of Canada’s defences. 
Saturday, July, 4th, will be 
Nations Day,” set aside as the time to

HONORS, DECORATIONS 


Ottawa, June 19 (CP). — State 
Secretary McLarty gave notice on 
the House of Commons order paper 
today of a resolution for setting up 
of a Commons Committee to con- 
sider the question of-the awarding 
to Canadians of “honors and decor- 
ations which do not involve titles”. 

On May 14, 1919, the House of 
Commons adopted the report of a 
special committee which recom- 
mended against the granting of 
titles, honors and decorations. 

Mr. McLarty’s notice said opinion 
had been expressed that the appli- 
cations of the principles in this re- 
port during the-present war has led 
to “discrimination -between the 
members of the Canadian armed 
forces, and other of His Majesty's 
armed forces, between Canadians 
actively participating in the present 
war, and others of His Majesty's 
subjects.” 


Problem of Recognition. 


The notice said further that there 
was opinion it was “impracticable to 
make provision for recognition of 
conduct and action involving gal- 
lantry, courage, meritorious service 
and devotion to duty” without con- 
travening the principles of the 1919 
report. 

“Therefore.” sald Mr. McLarty’s 
notice, “be it resolved: 

“That a select committee ofS the 
House be appointed to inquire into 
and to report upon the expediency: 

“(A) of maintaining the principles 
that form the basis of the recom- 
mendations contained in the sald 
(1919) report and continuing in ef- 
fect the sald recommendations, or 

“(B) of cancelling, altering. modi- 
fying or adding to the sald recom- 
mendations, in so far as they relate 
to honors and decorations which do 
not inyolve titles, and Jf so, in 
what’réspect and to what extent.” 


To Clarify Position of Honors 


It was learned the main purpose 
of the proposal is to clarify the 
pesition with respect to honors for 
members of the armed forces and 
Temove certain anomalies, 

For instance non-commissioned 
officers and men in the Canadian 
army may now receive the British 
Empire Medal but there is no cor- 
responding decoration for commis- 
sicned officers. Members of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force may 
receive the Air Force Cross and the 
Air Force Meda] for gallant action 
not in the face of the enemy, such 
as saving life in case of accidents, 
but there is no award for meritor- 
jous service available to alr force 
cfficers,

London, June 19 — (CP)—#icin- 
rich Himmler’s Gestapo wrote a 
typleal Gestapo ending to the as- 
sassination of Germany's notori- 
ous “hangman,” Reinhard Heye 
drich, by announcing that his kill- 
ers had been found in a Prague 
church yesterday and were “shot 
while resisting arrest.” 

The German announcement sald 
the two men. accused of fatally 
wounding Heydrich near Prague 
May 27 and others involved in the 
crime were “Czech Nationals who 
were dropped from British planes 
over the protectorate with orders 
to commit murder.” 

(The BBC, in a broadcast to the 
dismembered Czecho,~ Slovakia 
from London, said the Germans 
“decided to discover” the plotters 
after their threats of heavy repri- 
sals failed to move the Czechs to 
co-operation. 

(The BBC pointed out that word 
the killers had been “discovered”

It ts too early yet to be dogmatic 
about it, but the. following seems 
to be a fairly accurate outline of 
the trend of public opinion: 

1. Prosecution of the war untll 
the final and complete capitulation 
of Germany, Italy and Japan. 

2. The signing of an armistice 
which might extend for several 
years before any peace treaty is at- 
tempted. 

3. Occupation and disarmament 
of the Axis countries by thé armed 
forces of the United Nations, cer- 
tainly for as long as the. armistice 
period. 

4. Relief of the starved and des- 
titute people of the occupied and 
enemy countries through food re- 
serves already belng planned. — 

5, Formation of an international 
Police force by the United Nations

German Parachutists Seek Out 
| British ‘“Do-or-Die’”’ From Tobruk

With British Forces at Halfaya 
Pass, June 21 — (Delayed) — (AP) 
—Some of the defenders of fallen 
Tobruk still are {fighting on their 
own, resolved to die rather than be 
captured, - 

They are the quarry of German 
parachute troops, the first used in 
all the warfare of the desert. 

The parachutists’ floated down 
from a moonlit sky at several 
points on the.

Production of strategic minerals and 
metals is a closely guarded secret in war- 
time.

Crerar, states in this issue that the value 
of such production will be ‘well in excess 
of $600,000,000” in 1942, This will repre- 
sent’a gain of perhaps $100,000,000 in a 
single year, a remarkable advance and an 
index of the effort the mines are making 
to satisfy military demands. 

Gold and its future is the subject of a 
studious article which -will be read with 
much interest by shareholders and invest- 
ors.

Produces Sub-Machine Gun

London, June 29 (CP)—Britain is 
Producing « £2 sub-machine gun ‘o 
arm saboteur and patriots expect- 
ed to help the Allles open a second 
front in Europe, it was disclosed 
today. 

The weapon, which looks like a 
dime-store version of the Tommy 
gun,’tan shoot nine-millimetre Ger- 
man, Italian and French ammuni- 
tion and has been tested in Com- 
mando raids on the French coast. 

The gun Is regarded as highly 
useful for shock troops and home 
guards, but {ts cheapness, military 
experts point out, makes it an Ideal 
weapon for big-scale distribution to 
saboteurs. 

Fitted with a magazine holding 
34 rounds, the gun can fire more 
than 500 rounds a minute. Is effec- 
tive up to 200 yards and has a 
useful Ife of more than 5000 
rounds. 

Eight magazines go with each gun 
and when loaded they weigh only 
elght pounds, The guns will be 
easy to show in occupied countries 
by parachute or by smuggling.
